Rockets: How They Work 
film; minutes; color black 
and white. Intermediate grades, junior and 
senior high school, and adults. 

Current launching satellites makes 
this film especially timely since there in- 
tense curiosity how rockets operate. 

The film opens with dramatic scenes 
rocket launching site giant rocket 
being prepared for take-off. see the 
preparations being made. the nearby 
blockhouse men are checking out the rocket 
remote control. hear their voices 
each item checked off. hear the 
final seconds being counted off, and zero 
the rocket fires. takes off through the 
flames spectacular shot. 

quick review the film shows many 
kinds rockets being used. Then, find 
out how rocket works, look yard 
water sprinkler. learn that the 
water being pushed out the nozzle causes 
reaction which makes the sprinkler turn. 
see other examples action and reac- 
tion. This the principle which makes 
rocket move. Animated drawings show how 
this works. The film explains that rocket 
moves, not because pushes against any- 
thing, but because internal pressure re- 
leased through the nozzle. 

The film points out that rockets are de- 
signed function above the earth’s at- 
mosphere. Therefore, rocket carries with 
it, addition fuel, the oxygen necessary 
make this fuel burn. see that 
candle flame goes out when there not 
enough oxygen. The oxygen many rock- 
ets carried liquid. Liquid oxygen 
extremely cold. 

Since rocket must carry great deal 
fuel and oxygen take off from the 
earth’s surface has been found that the 
use multi-stage rockets one way 
achieve greater height and speed. multi- 
stage rocket number rockets fas- 
tened together. After each one burns out, 
drops off and the next one takes over, 
increasing the altitude and speed. see 
this demonstrated means three di- 
mensional animation models which have 
remarkably realistic quality. 

The film describes the need for control 
systems rockets and illustrates typical 
system. This consists spinning gyro- 
scopes which tend maintain their pre-set 
direction. Any change causes electronic cir- 
cuits adjust the direction the rocket 
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motor, thus controlling the rocket’s course. 

The film compares modern rocket with 
the familiar skyrocket and ends with an- 
other dramatic launching large rocket, 
which serves review the concepts 
the film.

The speed the satellite holds away 
from earth. The earth’s gravity acts like 
string which keeps the ball from escaping. 
animated sequence describes this 
another way. shot fired from the top 
high mountain which 
reaches above the earth’s atmosphere, will 
soon pulled earth gravity but 
the charge just strong enough cause 
the shot fall the same curve the 
earth, will fall completely around the 
earth. 

The film shows the two American satel- 
lites, the Explorer and the Vanguard, 
the process construction. see the in- 
struments which are installed the satel- 
lites and hear about the kind informa- 
tion which these devices have sent back 
from outer space. watch satellite 
being hoisted the top multi-stage 
rocket for launching. see and hear the 
final moments the “countdown” proce- 
dure. Then the huge rocket takes off. 
means three-dimensional animated mod- 
els, the film describes how each stage 
the rocket takes over after the previous 
stage burns out, launch the satellite. 

Animated drawings show the structure

Throughout the 
twelve grades definite program tests 
has been set up. Reading, achievement, in- 
telligence, interest, and aptitude tests give 
consistent, over-all estimate pupil po- 
tential and progress. They also measure, 
fairly accurately, the capacities various 
ability areas related later education and 
vocational success. These tests, course, 
are given sequence, alternate years, 
and different levels. 

Educators throughout the country are 
alerted the need this type testing 
program that they have established testing 
service bureaus. The University Dayton 
(Catholic), the University Michigan, 
the Science Research Associates, men- 
tion only few, are well known testing 
service bureaus. For nominal charge the 
student’s tests are scored and evaluated 
the testing service bureau and returned 
the teacher for use. 

The points here listed will give evalu- 
ation the usefulness tests the 
teacher, the pupil, and parents. 


The scores the various tests should: 

broaden the teacher’s understanding 
her pupils. 

help her plan more effectively for 
her class. 

enable her group her pupils accord- 
ing individual strong weak points. 

show her how her pupils rate na- 
tional levels with thousands youngsters 
their own age. 

help her guide them into proper 
vocational channels because interests 
preferences shown. 

The tests should help the pupil: 

realize that can meet the chal- 
lenge doing better work than doing 
thinks himself be. 

strengthen his weak points 
result individual guidance given him 
his teacher. 

estimate the type work he, 
superior student, must his particu- 
lar grade level. 

want master his daily work 
order his best. 

The ratings these tests should: 

show the parents the problem 
grouping according ability that confronts 
teacher heterogeneous group fifty 
pupils. 

point out the parents what areas 
their child weak. 

encourage them learn some study 
techniques for the purpose helping their 
child better. 

prove the parents the necessity 
close co-operation between the home and 
school. 

convince parents that pupils’ grades 
are objective and not based the likes 
dislikes teachers. 

supply the parents with profile 
the child’s status.

This year added Monroe 
machines four high-speed, automatic cal- 
culators, ten small hand-operated calcula- 
tors, and five hand-operated 10-key adding 
machines. These machines are especially 
adapted our program. 

start the students the 
erated calculators. These hand-operated 
Educator machines follow pencil and paper 
rules arithmetic and are slower their 
operation, enabling the students proceed 
their own individual speeds. Having 
mastered the “Educators,” students grasp 
more quickly the principles the faster, 
electrically operated machines. Instruc- 
tional manuals used with these machines 
provide complete office practice courses 


ir 
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for each type machine, and students 
may earn certificates proficiency. 


Moral Principles Stressed

previous article discussed the kinder- 
garten rhythm band some length, but 
further discussion with kindergarten teach- 
ers, and with supervisor unfamiliar with 
kindergarten curriculum has brought 
questions, problems, and attempted solu- 
tions that may interest others. 
The first, question asked seriously 
doubtful tone, really surprised me! Our 
rhythm band has long been source 
such delightful co-operative effort music 
making that was taken aback that anyone 
should doubt the possibility kinder- 
garten rhythm band. little discussion gave 
hint the reason for the doubt. 


Can you really have “band” 
with kindergarten children? Don’t 
they just make noise? 

Yes indeed; you have fine little 
rhythm band with kindergarten children! 
stress the word rhythm because there 
difference between rhythm band, and 
what usually have mind when using 
the word band. Pre-school children not 
read notes, they sing rote, and they play 
their little “band” keeping time with 
instruments such rhythm sticks, drums 
various kinds, (tomboy, tom-tom, bongo) 
triangles, tambourines, castinets, bells, jin- 
gle sticks, name the most commonly 
used. Melody, and the cue the rhythmic 
pattern played, comes from the piano, 
record player, occasionally from singing 
recitation. difficult say whether 
the piano record player accompanies the 
band the band accompanies the piano; 
certainly the piano, record player, 
other instrument used necessity give 
spirit and life the “band.” the other 
hand, there would rhythm band with- 
out the other instruments, and the children 
play them. indeed co-operative 
effort music making; though the children 
depend heavily the music and direction 
you provide. 


Bedlam attempted rhythm band, 
like similar mishaps elsewhere, results from 
various causes. Perhaps the teacher has not 
yet acquired sufficient background; 
may indication poor discipline, too 
lenient, too rigid; perhaps the group 
immature, and cannot make the co-opera- 
tive effort yet. Don’t conclude that the 
rhythm band nonsense; there are reme- 
dies for failures. And, there are many 
kindergarten teachers happily conducting 
rhythm bands, with benefit the children. 


Are “rhythm band” and “toy 
symphony” synonymous? 

No; properly speaking, the terms are not 
synonymous. toy symphony really 
type concert for children, artistic 
performance, often professional musi- 
cians, though using many the “toy” in- 
struments xylophone, bells, bird whistles. 
You can play some the toy symphony 
arrangements (Peripole Music Co. has some 
fine pieces) with children old enough 
read score, even third and fourth graders, 
with perhaps few older music students 
help with more difficult parts. Even 
though your toy symphony orchestra may 
play rote for audience times, they 
must able learn from score; the 
arrangements are too difficult for kinder- 
garten children who learn entirely rote. 


Should you wait until the chil- 
dren develop sense rhythm 
before you give them instruments? 


you do, you may have very long 
wait. There are differences opinion about 
this; view, (and not alone) 
that the rhythm band not end product 
kindergarten music education, but like 
all musical activities, steppingstone 
knowledge and music, aid 
developing well-rounded personalities. 
some that developing sense 
rhythm with the rhythm band, incidentally, 
and remember, kindergarten children still 
have long way before they finish 
their school days. want them love 
and enjoy music, want music help 
them the many ways can, but want

sophisticated hope. 


you let the children “experi- 
ment” they damage the instru- 
ments, and become unruly? 

Not necessarily. course 
means finding the purpose the in- 
strument, how play it; not, for instance, 
puncturing good drum see that there 
only air inside. One does have accidents, 
sometimes actual destructiveness, the 
best schools, let alone kindergartens. 
With children who are actually unruly, one 
needs develop reasonably good discipline 
before band will possible. While 
believe having good quality instruments 
produce pleasant, and truly musical 
sound, would not put the best had into 
destructive hands. Two pieces old inner 
tubing, and tin can, oat meal box, with 
both ends removed, and strong twine will 
produce drum some kind. The children 
can watch, possibly help, bring the ma- 
terials; and you are developing interest 
musical instruments. Some short pieces 
wood, old bottle caps, (two three 
piece wood) will make clog, jingle 
stick. (Between you and me, the sound 
produced will noise, and somewhat 
unharmonious, rather than music.) Such 
makeshift instruments will until you 
notice some group spirit, and definite 
rhythmic beat; then you can safely bring 
forth instruments better quality. Per- 
sonally, have not had much trouble 
this score; year after year the rhythm band 
remains favorite activity. handle the 
instruments with care, explain why this 
necessary, and their credit, the children 
are reasonably careful. There usually 
waiting list for the job helping get out 
the band things, and put them away. 

This somewhat generous two cents 
worth, but will still insert that with the 
band, elsewhere, little children need 
controlled freedom, that does not degener- 
ate into entirely proper, 
sensible, and not all out harmony with 
“democratic” teaching methods, direct 
how materials are used. use the 
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Stepping tune our own music. 


word direct deliberately. Children come 
taught, trained; they have latent 
possibilities; but not true that 
literally draw out what already the 
child. Knowledge must acquired from 
without develop native capacity. And, 
after child has been shown how handle 
materials, there still plenty room for 
creativity the using the materials, 
instruments. all had learn every- 
thing our mistakes, would learn much 
less than most manage accumulate 
mentally. 


What kind music should one 
use for kindergarten band? 

find march music with steady beat, 
and not many musical intricacies 
easiest for beginners. Marine’s Song,” 
“From the Halls Montezuma,” 
favorite. like better than very short 
pieces, nursery rhymes, because with 
these finish before the slower children 
have become accustomed the beat. But 
use some nursery rhymes little 
later. “Amaryllis,” Ghys (shorten you 
find too long) lovely piece with 
steady rhythm, and there are songs like 
“Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, the Boys Are 
Marching,” and “Ten Little Indians,” the 
music which can used. 

When several pieces time can 
played smoothly, try time. leave 
time for later, because most music 
rather fast for little heads and hands 
keep time with instrument.) Once 
forget about it, but continue review old 
favorites, and add new music. always 
remind the children that count 
for this one, play bit first, and 
ask them tell how count. 

waltz time, there are many 
easy selections, (played second and third 
year piano students) that are adaptable for 
the rhythm band, such “Fairy Wedding,” 
“Mary’s Pet Waltz,” “Alice Waltz,” “St. 
Paul Waltz,” and the lovely “Poupee Val- 
sante” Poldini (shorten seems too 
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long). Some the classics are fine, too, 
you play well enough, the beautiful 
“Waltz Flat,” Brahms, Chopin’s 
“Mazurka Flat,” though think the 
simpler pieces are better first. While 
are speaking classics, there the 
rade the Little Tin Soldiers,” Poldini, 
until the end the first semester, 
sometimes until after the second semester 
has begun, because, while the left hand 
keeps steady the right hand 
which carries the melody has quite intri- 
cate pattern, which will confuse beginners, 
poor group music. 

When get time, there are songs 
like “Soldier Boy” and others which can 
used with without the words. great 
favorite “Parade the Wooden Sol- 
Jessel, and then there the 
Disney Song,” Bobbidy 
Boo”) from Cinderella, which has catchy 
rhythm, and easy follow. 

There tendency some educational 
circles simply overlook, not disdain, 
Disney productions, Little Golden Wonder 
books, and 25-cent records. But never for- 
get that these are staple musical and liter- 
ary fare for many growing child; and 
that therefore cannot underestimate the 
influence such productions. little im- 
partial investigating will moreover bring 
the conviction that there much that 
worthwhile the tide books and music 
that has swept in. Much what comes 
from the Disney studios highly worth- 
while. 

But were speaking music 
time for the kindergarten rhythm band; 
usually far go, but some 
years have successfully used few pieces 
time. “Pop Goes the Weasel,” and 
“Captain Jinks” are examples. 


you include the band 
programs? 

Yes; give informal “program” 
the kindergarten classroom for parents, and 
sometimes play for visitors, the 
nursery tots. But play pieces that 
know well, and that the children enjoy; 
not drill for programs, nor have 
ever used uniforms. 


How long your band lessons 
last? 

For cen fifteen minutes, two three 
times week. While interest highest 
the band, play three times week, 
are just learning something new that 
needs frequent practice “fix it.” times 
when dancing, games appeal more 
have band twice week make room for 
the other activities. 


Can you both play and direct 


the band? Suppose you cannot get 
anyone else play. 

You can both play, and direct your band, 
need be. fortunate arrangement 
where you can have someone else play 
for your musical activities, especially some- 
one who works harmoniously with you, but 
not always possible. you are alone, 
have the children where you can see them, 
and they see you, least from the side. 
You hold their attention better this way. 


How can you direct rhythm 
band, using score? the children 
cannot read, seems you can- 
not use score all. 

Exactly it! You not use scores, that 
is, the arrangements you find books, with 
five-year-olds. These are for children who 
read. You find out, experimenting, and 
good judgment, which parts piece 
sound best with what instruments, and note 
convenient break for discontinuing that 
instrument and giving another its “turn.” 
You can stop and announce the change, 
fact, you often must this the outset; 
you can just call each instrument, group 
when their time play without inter- 
rupting your music; just turn and nod 
smile the group that play next. 
One teacher know uses “signals” like 
tap high key for triangles, taps 
high note for sticks and bells, tap 
low note for drums, etc., very quickly with- 
out really interrupting her music. Once 
while you find that there are some chil- 
dren your class who can help taking 
turns directing; but not think one 
child should always this, and not have 
opportunity play. 


10. Suppose one does not play the 
piano? 

you play anything else? guitar, 
banjo? haven’t gotten around learning 
but for some time have been intrigued 
with the idea experimenting with some 
other instrument for the melody for our 
rhythm band. You would have the advan- 
tage facing your class, and better holding 
their attention. You can use xylophone; 
have tried that. And course, you can 
play record player! Many the pieces 
mentioned this article (?) are available 
records. 

you play the piano all, even with 
one hand, you can improve your ability. 
soon you can play, and keep your 
rhythm even, with the children playing 
too, you can try some very simple piece, 
“Golden Star Waltz,” and easy arrange- 
ment “From the Halls Montezuma.” 
Enlist the aid the music teacher your 
school, and see you too, cannot play, 
even though you have aspirations for 
concert career.

Definitions, Educational Terms 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


Edward Fitzpatrick, Ph.D. 


Secondary education the education be- 
tween the elementary school and the col- 
lege. The period life linked secondary 
school adolescence, although the past 
many adolescents never reached the second- 
ary schools. Today’s slogan, however, 
“Education for all American Youth,” 
the universal secondary school. 

Secondary education was formerly the 
education received during the four years 
high school academy after seven- 
eight-year elementary school 
the four years college; now secondary 
education frequently defined including 
eight two years the junior 
high school, the four years the standard 
high school, and two years the junior 
college. 

Beginning institution for fitting one 
for the university the colonial period, 
the secondary school has had expansive 
development both the curriculum itself 
and student and extracurricular activities. 
Institutionally, the history secondary 
education has been dominated three in- 
stitutions: the Latin grammar school, the 
academy, and the high school. The Latin 
grammar school was the principal second- 
ary school the colonial period; the acad- 
emy, emerging the colonial period, dom- 


inated the development during the national 
period down the Civil War; the high 
school its multiform aspects has domi- 
nated the situation since. 

During this period the high school was 
called many names: union, select, 
graded, upper grammar, secondary, fitting, 
preparatory, college preparatory, and high 
school. Sometimes was also called “acad- 
emy,” indicating the transition that was 
going on. Its purpose was not clear; 
fact was said that the high school 
evolved with “well-integrated educa- 
tioral theory,” nor was serve “uni- 
fied social purpose.” “just growed.” 
Wesley, his The First Hundred 
Years, states the questions that were raised 
regarding that are still with us: 


“From lowly origins the 1820’s, the 
American high school rose few decades 
become education’s darling and problem 
child. Was for the select few was 
the peoples’ college? Was imitation 
the academy was new creation? Was 
arm the State, supplement the 
home, ally the Church, prelude 
vocations, agent culture, servant 
the college? Was dedicated citizenship, 
vocational utility, ethical standards, social 
efficiency, mental discipline, college prepara- 
tion, general culture, was primarily 
waiting room for maturity” (p. 59). 
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Or, may add, have all these aims been 
summed the latest shibboleth 
adjustment”? The same author summarizes 
the development high schools down 
the Civil War thus: 


“Democratic, untrammeled tradition, 
rooted local situations, sensitive popular 
demands, relatively free evolve condi- 
tions warranted, they began their spectacular 
rise. While the various names, varying num- 
bers years work offered, and unsettled 
purpose make identification and enumeration 
the early high schools nearly impossible, 
probable that there were 1850 and 
about 325 1860. Following the Civil War 
the number increased rapidly (p. 65). 1953 
there were more than 6000 public high schools 
with enroilment about 22,000,000.” 


The high school, emerging from the 
broad curriculum the academy, became 
primarily college preparatory school, and 
its real development the twentieth 
century became multiple course school 
expressing the social and economic expan- 
sion the American communities. The 
simple curriculum the Boston Latin 
School 1820 was: Latin, Greek, geogra- 
phy, rhetoric, arithmetic, algebra, and dec- 
lamation. About the same time (1821) the 
Boston English High School had its cur- 
riculum subjects, including navigation, 
natural philosophy, moral philosophy, po- 
litical philosophy, and logic. 1823, book- 
keeping, evidences Christianity, and 
natural theology were added. The Com- 
mittee Ten (1903) emphasized the col- 
lege preparatory aim. The expansion 
subject matter today seemingly all inclu- 
sive; the language the Latin poet 
“nothing human alien it,” and, may 
added, some least trivial. Dr. 
Kandel (History Secondary Education, 
pp. 496-497) observes: 


“In the history education (the high 
school) the first experiment the attempt 
provide suitable education for all chil- 
dren public expense single institution; 
that is; the American high school essaying 
the task distributed other countries among 
great variety schools, only one which 
grants the privilege further advancement 
higher education.” 


The term “high school” includes really 
number types secondary education, 
sometimes included under single adminis- 
tration the so-called “cosmopolitan high 
school.” There doubt about the popu- 
larity the high school, but coercive 
effects the continuing and increasing 
pressure the compulsory education laws 
and the lack opportunity for work 
through the child labor laws are large fac- 
tors the growth the high school from 
selective school universal school with 
dilution its intellectual requirements. 
The high school such now multiple 
curriculum school, particularly the met- 
ropolitan high schools, and also multi- 
ple institutional schools called variously 
vocational, technical, textile, science, art, 
music high schools and those numer- 
ous other specialized fields.

Adequate Playground Equipment

The problem using our playground 
areas the best advantage with approxi- 
mately 480 elementary and 100 junior high 
school pupils was constant source 
worry and irritation both the students 
and the teachers our school. 

had units very old slides and 
swings, plus one merry-whirl, which were 
available for use. Naturally, problems such 
crowding, taking turns properly, and 
monopolizing favorite unit, 
sulted arguments, quarrels, and, some- 
times, even fights. 

Every effort was made space the re- 
cesses and limit the use equipment 
during the noon hour. However, there were 
just too few units satisfy the demand. 
The organization group games was tried 
with some measure success. also felt 
that the pupils needed some play time that 
was free direct supervision. 

all the nonteaching duties assigned 
teachers, playground supervision re- 
cess and noon were usually considered the 
most trying and objectionable. Teachers 
were often too tired their best work 
after being charge the playground 
noon. 

Fortunately, have manufacturer 
playground equipment (Game-time, 
Inc.) located our town who offers free 
planning and layout service.

Now that 
have adequate playground equipment, 
our disciplinary problems have almost 
vanished.” 

The Litchfield Community Schools now 
have well-equipped playgrounds with ample 
room for expansion when needed. The 
benefits the boys and girls are evidenced 
their well-rounded play experiences.

appreciate the ease playground supervi- 
sion and feel now they are more efficient 
their respective classrooms. The entire 
community, well the school personnel, 
feel justly proud our Play areas which 
are among the finest the state 
Michigan.

same problem, that they survey their own 
facilities and then, before purchasing addi- 
tional equipment, call planning special- 
ist. entirely possible that rearrange- 
ment existing facilities, with only 
minimum new equipment, will solve the 
problem.
